Roman Architecture. 


In architecture the Romans imitated the 


Greeks and imitated them without appre- 
ciating the simplicity of grandeur. They 
introduced circles and segments of circles 
m place of the simple restful lines coursing 
horizontally around the building. They 
raised columns which supported nothing, 
simply for the sake of ornament; the dome 
behind the pediment took away its signifi. 
eance and removed from it the idea of 
pressure. They adopted the semicircular 
arch, which broke the entablature and the 
idea of solidity, and thus destroyed the 
fundamental idea of the Greek simplicity 
without substituting any of their own. 


When the Roman style was removed to 


Constantinople, the Byzantines reveled in 
arch and cupola, but without discerning 
the real object of the arch. The circular 
arch distributes the weight of the wall- 
they refused it the proper office, made it 
an ornament and concealed the real sup- 
port of the weight. Consequently, in the 
Byzantine style we have the domes and 
cupolas representing the weight with no 
visible support, and arches multiplied at 
caprice with nothing to support.—London

Reaching a Great Height with Kite*. 
The actual height of kites above the 


earth is difficult to measure, because an 
object floating alone ia the air looks far- 
ther away than it really is. When a kite 
is flying at a height of 1,800 feet it has 
reached aboutas high a point as is possible 
without the ossistanceof other kites. Such 
a kite will seem to have reached an alti- 
tude of half a mile; yet a careful measure- 
ment, of the string and its steepness will 
bhow that the kite is not over one-third of 
a mile abovA Um orrnnntl 
OrdinnrUjr «io 
kite will go no higher even if more string 
is let out, because the wind presses against 
the great 'ength of string with increasing 
force as the kite recedes and rises. 


If more than one kite be used remark- 


able heights are attainable. The kites can 
be fastened along a single string, but this 
method require" quickness in attaching 
tho right amount of tail to each kite; 
otherwise so much time may be wasted in 
preparing the successive kites for flight 
that the daylight will wane before the ex- 
periment can be concluded. 
However, 


when one kite is up and the amount of tail 
for it is determined, it becomes possible, 
after long experience, to at once estimate 
the amount of tail necessary for each addi- 
tional kite, according to its size.—William 
A. Eddy in St. Nicholas.

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THE STATE 
APPROPRIATION 


FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
The newspapers of the S,tnte have 


had a gnod deal to say during the past 
year in regard to the state appropria* 
tion fot the public schools. It is well 
known that the appropriation has been 
largely increased. Discussion has been 
quite free concerning the use that 
should l>e made of the money thus ad» 
ded to the school-board treasuries. 
Those who enacted the law authorizing 
the increase, did so with the view, ap- 
parently, of diminishing local taxation. 
They ware not unmindful, however, of 
the prosperity of the schools. Those 
who arc specially interested in educa- 
tion and in the usefulness of tho 
schools, strongly advocate using a lib 
eral si i, ire of (he appropriations for 
increasing the salaries of the teachers. 
They do not believe in giving increased 
»aluiie:> merely for the sake of more 
liberally compensating the teachers. 
The chief object they have in view, as 
far us we can gather from the news- 
papers, is to improve the schools by 
emploj ing such teachers as would be 
worthy of increased salaries. To raise 
the salaries of pi or teachers, they con 
tend, i) very short-sighted business 
If theie is to be increased pay itough 
to be for improved service. An in 
ferior teacher cannot bo transformec 
into a superior one by giving him a 
higher salary. 
Higher salaries imply

one, "how many of the teachers in ou 
schools can properly bo called gooi 
teachers? 
How many are serving th<
